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Tragedy probes results expected

An investigation by federal 
and stale safety officials and 
Romulus consulting engineers 
into the deaths of three 
Romulus Department of 
Public Works workers in a 
manhole is nearing 
completion, City Attorney 
John E. Young, disclosed 
Monday. 

The three DPW workers, 
including a foreman, perished 
in the freak mishap last 
Thursday afternoon. 


Wayne County Sheriff's 
Detective Harry Cummings 
said the men drowned in 30 
feet of water in a sewer in the 
Columbus-Beverly Street area 
in south Romulus. 

The dead were indentified 
as Felix Glinski, 60, of 610 
Cogswell Rd., William 
Hardrict, 45, of 5878 Biddle, 
and Charles Claxton, 22, of 
29197 Smith Rd. 

A fourth employe - Houston 
Glaster, 35, of 29014 Powers, 
Westland - was also working 


at the location but was not 
injured. 

Glaster told deputies that 
Glinski had gone into the 
sewer first at about 4 p.m. in 
order to remove a clog from 
the sewer line. 

Glinski slipped and fell in 
the murky water, Glaster 
said, and disappeared below 
the surface. 

Hardrict went in after 
Glinski, the employe 
continued, but he too fell and

governor of Alabama, won a 
sweeping victory in the City of 
Romulus, vote returns of the 
May 16 presidential primary 
election disclosed. 

The vote totals of 
Democratic presidential 
hopefuls were as follows: 

Wallace. 2,474; Sen. George 
S. McGovern, 763; Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey, 610; Shirley 
Qirisholm, 116; Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie, 63; Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, 16; Sen. Vance 
Hartke, 9. Uncommitted votes 
cast totaled 10. 

President Nixon received a 
vote total of 285 and his 
opponent. Sen. Paul M. 


McCloskey Jr., 6 votes. There 
were four uncommitted 
Republican votes and 18 votes 
were cast for the American 
Independent Party. 

State Proposal A, lifting the 
ban on lotteries, was approved 
2,991-608. 

State Proposal B, which 
would permit elected state 
officials to run for or be 
appointed to another office 
during their term of office in 
the state legislature was 
defeated by a close vote of 
1,784-1,694. 

The winning precinct 
delegates are those who have 
received the highest vote 
totals with the exception of 
precinct 3, 4 and 10, where the 
delegates with the two highest

did not come up. The third 
man, Gaxton, then went in 
after his co-workers, and 
apparently met the same fate 
as them. 

Glaster said he also started 
in after them, but went and 
summoned help instead. 

Divers from the sheriffs 
Marine Division were called to 
the scene and brought the 
dead men up. 

Several of the divers said 
they were hampered in their 
rescue efforts by powerful 
sewer gas that would only 
allow them to remain in the 
line for a few moments at a 
time. 

The accident occurred 
directly behind 34020 Beverly, 
deputies said, at a pumping 
station along the sewer line to 
the Detroit Sewage Treatment 
plant. 

A detailed report on the 
investigation into the tragedy 
will be presented to the 
Romulus City Council this 
week. 

“We are completing a 
thorough report of the 
investigation into the deaths of 
the three workers along with 
federal and state safety 
officials and Wade, Trim & 
Associates, city consulting 
engineers, “Young said. “We 
hopefully expect to have a 
complete report in the hands 
of the Gty Council this week,” 
he added. 

Autopsies performed by the 
Wayne County Medical 
Examiner disclosed the men 
were overcome by methane 
gas. The men had been sent to 
the site afternoon to repair a 
broken seal on a pump in a

issues raised in the case would 
have to be settled prior to June 
19. If the issue is not settled, he 
said, the stadium project 
would have to be abandoned 
due to a deteriorating bond 
market, rising construction 
costs and attendant loss of 
revenues from the stadium to 
pay off the bonds. 

Ronald Prebenda, attorney 
for the investment counselors, 
and B. Ward Smith, attorney 
for Mayor Smith and the Gty 
of Belleville, have said the 
system of funding the stadium 
would in effect amount to 
taxation without 
representation, “and that is 
unconstitutional.” 

The governor’s petition 
raised two main questions. He 
asked : 

—If the acquisition by the 
county-created building 
authority of a multi-purpose 
stadium financed by the 
authority through the sale of 
bonds, returned to the county 
and intended for use by a 
professional team and other 
meets a legitimate public 
purpose of the county. 

—If these transactions 
constitute a grant by the 
county of its credit to and aid 
of a private corporation in 
violation of the federal and 
state constitutions. 

It is planned to pay off the 
debt from Michigan’s new 


hotel and motel tax, the state’s 
increased share of the money 
bet on horse races and 
revenues from stadium 
operation. 

The fund is being 
administered by three 
Belleville councilmen, Ellis 
Amerman, Nelson Boone and 
Kenneth Palmer. The mayor 
stated contributions can be 
sent to P.O. Box 146, 
Belleville, Mich., 48111.

Voc-ed vote coming up

Voters in the Romulus Community School District as well 
as those in other Wayne County school districts will be asked 
to approve a one-mill property tax levy for the construction 
and operation of four Wayne County area vocational- 
technical centers in the June 12 school election. 

The Romulus Board of Education has adopted a resolution 
approving the placing of the one mill proposition on the June 
12 school election ballot, School Supt. Robert L. McConeghy 
reported. 

Voters in Romulus also will be voting on filling two four- 
year school board posts. Five Romulus residents are seeking 
election to the school board this year. 

By state law, school districts with more than 29,000 
students may, by board resolution, .be exempted from 
holding elections on the one mill property tax levy. The cities 
of Livonia and Detroit will not hold an election on this tax 
levy on June 12. 

A six-page pamphlet has been prepared to give Wayne 
County voters a clear understanding of the need for the four 
area vocational-technical centers for the 34 local school 
districts. 

The pamphlet points out that “out of every 10 students 
entering the first grade - - - only two will graduate from 
college “ 

“And what about the other eight (students)?’’ the pam- 
phlet asks. In Wayne County no vocational-technical area 
centers have been provided for secondary students. Fifteen 
area centers are in operation throughout Michigan 


The pamphlet indicates, specifically, what area 
vocational-technical centers will do for those “eight 
students.” 

- Area centers offer a large variety of vocational programs 
that local school districts cannot afford to offer. 

- - Any student enrolled in a public, private or parochial 
high school may attend an area center, while retaining his 
home high school identity for the academic courses. 

-- Vocational-technical education assists youth in choosing 
an occupation, train for it and secure employment. 

- - An area center will be a community facility available for 
use by adults, community colleges and special needs 
programs. 

- After completing their program at the area center, 
students will be able to go to work with a salable skill, enroll 
in college and earn part of their own expenses, or be qualified 
for apprentice programs. 

Thirty-four local school districts will hold elections on this 
one mill tax levy, including the Van Buren Public School 
District and the Huron School District. 

Channel 56 will have a half-hour telecast entitled “V.E. 
and Tomorrow’s Teenagers” at 9 p.m. tomorrow (Thur- 
sday). 

The telecast will be an informational discussion about the 
need for more vocational-technical education programs in 
Wayne County.

To delay busing 

Ford seeks public 
support for measure 


WASHINGTON - 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D-I5th Dist.) has launched a 
campaign to seek public 
support for legislation to delay 
any court-ordered school 
busing to achieve racial 
balance until the U.S. 
Supreme Court has an 
opportunity to rule on the 
issue. 

The letters sent last week to 
school officials and leaders of 
anti-busing groups, Ford 
urged them to write to their 
senators and to President 
Nixon to express support for 
proposed amendments to the 
Higher Education Act. 

The amendments, approved 
this week by a joint House- 


Senate Conference, include 
the Broomfield Amendment 
which was co-sponsored by 
Ford. 

“This amendment, if 
passed into law, will provide a 
constitutional, statutory 
protection against the 
implementation of cross- 
district busing plans and such 
time as the Supreme Court 
issues a ruling,” Ford said in 
the letter. 

“It is expected that this 
conference report will be 
brought to the floor of the 
House and Senate for a vote 
within the next few days. 
Therefore, I would like to take 
this opportunity to urge that 
you write to your senators to

request their support for the 
conference report, and to the 
President to urge him to sign 
this bill into law when it is 
brought before him.” 

The Broomfield amendment 
provided simply for delay of 
court- ordered busing pending 
review' by the Supreme Court. 
This language was amended 
by the Senate to make the 
delay effective through Jan. 
1, 1974. 

Ford expressed confidence 
that the Supreme Court will 
rule before that time on the 
question of cross-district 
busing for the purpose of 
achieving racial balance in 
schools. 

The conference report also 
includes an amendment to bar 
the use of federal funds for 
transportation of students or 
teachers to overcome racial 
imbalance, or to purchase 
equipment for that purpose, 
except on the “express, 
written voluntary request of 
appropriate local school 
officials.” 

Even this provision was 
further restricted Ford said, 
by stipulating that no federal 
funds be made available for 
“transportation when the time 
or distance of travel is so great 
as to risk the health of the 
children or significantly 
impinge on the educational 
process,” or when a child 
would be bused to an inferior 
school. 

“The busing amendments 
were added to the Higher 
Education Bill as a convenient 
legislative ’vehicle’ to have 
them written into law. The 
Higher Education Bill itself is 
a landmark piece of 
legislation designed to 
broaden Financial l assistance 
to low and middle-income 
students and providing direct 
aid to colleges and 
universities for the first 
time.” Ford said.

Valenti said the men 
“should have had gas 
detectors, gas masks and a 
lifeline attached to them.” 

“It’s in the contract that 
they ( the city ) are supposed to 
supply the equipment 
necessary for safety. 
Obviously with three men 
dead, it doesn’t appear they 
did,” Valenti said. 

William Pritula. director of 
the Romulus Department of 
Public Works, expressed 
dismay the men entered the 
manhole which, he said, is for 
storage only. 

Pritula said the men had no 
testing equipment since “we 
never enter wet wells” which, 
he said, are for sewage storage 
only. 

He said the men “weren’t 
given orders to enter the 
manhole because this is 
foolish.” 

The scene of the tragedy is a 
grassy alley behind a row of 
frame houses and stores on 
Beverly Road, near Columbu?

What ingredients make 
a ‘good’ community? 


A former editor of a country newspaper 
asks “What makes ‘good’ communities"? 

Writing to a friend, he says, “Now any 
observer knows that there are towns and 
counties where folks get along, where the 
casual visitor can hear that so-and-so is a 
useful citizen and not a—, where people seem 
to be helpful to each other. 

The carpenter tells any inquirer how to cut 
a rafter.

Sullen society breeds violence

The senseless shooting of Gov. Wallace underlines 
what every person who has ever served in public 
office knows, but is reluctant to talk about. In this 
country, with a long-standing and increasingly 
developing and spreading history of violence, one 
never knows when some dissenter will express his 
or her views with a smoking pistol or rifle. 

Violence is shot through our society. The day after 
Gov. Wallace was shot, we had equally senseless 
demonstrations in many of our so-called college 
communities. The cost in overtime for police in 
East Lansing alone was $345,000. 

While I share the distress every citizen of this 
country must feel about the war in Southeast Asia, I 
fail to see where the cause of peace will be furthered 
by blocking a main traffic artery in Michigan. 

All of us deplore acts of violence. How many of us 
have really spent some time thinking about why 
these things happen? 

It appears to me that the extremely violent, in- 
dividual crimes, whether they are committed 
against a famous person such as Gov. Wallace or 
some innocent, unknown pedestrian on a lonely 
street, are generally committed by a specific 
personality type. More often than not, this person is 
a complete or near-complete failure in virtually 
every way imaginable. 

School records tend to show the assassin is of 
limited ability, the adjustment to discipline is poor, 


and that there is rebellion lurking just below the 
surface. 

It would be a great step forward if our schools 
would or could identify and isolate this type of 
personality. Indeed, in view of the huge sums of 
money spent on education, it seems reasonable to 
expect the schools of this state and this nation to do 
a better job of identifying and referring to proper 
agencies those who show definite signs of malad- 
justment. 

On the other hand, there is widespread 
dissatisfaction in this county that bears a 
relationship to the strange and violent actions of the 
assassins and would-be assassins. I daresay that 
fully 80 per cent of the people in this country are not 
happy about the way things are going, and for a 
variety of reasons. 

The Michigan presidential primary election has 
been given a great number of interpretations by so- 
called political experts. Each one has a different 
idea of what the balloting meant, depending on 
whose ox was gored. 

No matter what one’s personal political beliefs, I 
think there is one fact that has not been adequately 
brought out. The votes for both Gov. Wallace and 
Sen. McGovern were in a real sense protest votes. 
They were votes against things as they are, and 
votes against the trends that seem to be ac- 
celerating in our society. 

Indeed, the Wall ace-Mc Govern vote may be 
viewed as a sort of confrontation of two points of 


view, but in the last analysis, the real issue is 
discontent. 

We live In a discontented society. Despite the fact 
the United States has achieved a level of material 
well-being that has never been reached or even 
approached by any country in world history, despite 
the fact we have reached a level of technical and 
scientific excellence that is the envy of the world, 
despite the fact that the United States has for more 
than 25 years carried the hopes of the free world and 
its taxpayers have paid the bills, we are fast 
becoming a nation of malcontents. 

Somewhere along the line we have come very 
close to losing our souls. We have become critical 
and cynical of a great number of the values that 
made this country. We have had far too much noise 
and publicity from those who would tear this state 
and this nation down, and not enough has been 
heard from those who work to build a better place 
for themselves, their families, their community, 
their state and their country. 

It's true that a lot of people are fed up. They are 
fed up with the failure of our system to recognize 
and reward hard work and honest effort. They are 
tired of being taxed to death, of being told what to do 
at every turn, and of being gouged by the loafers 
and freaks. 

It is this atmosphere that breeds a sullen society, 
and it is that kind of society that breeds blood in the 
streets.

Public officials forum 

Exemptions raised 
for blind homeowners 


There have been a number 
of important bills signed into 
law recently, reflecting the 
stepped-up tempo of activity 
in the legislature. 

One of the new acts, which I 
strongly supported, broadens 
homestead property tax 
exemptions for blind persons. 
Under the old law, a blind 
person was eligible for a $2,500 
property tax exemption on his 
home if the property he owned 
was valued at no more than 
$10,000 in state equalized 
valuation. 

The new revision of the law 
does two things. It eliminates 
the restrictions on the value of 
the property owned by the 
blind person and increases the 
amount of the exemption from 
$2,500 to $3,500. 

The old property restriction 
had prevented many blind 
persons from receiving the tax 
exemption. Still worse, some 
who had received the 
exemption found that they lost 
it because rising property 
values had pushed the worth 
of their property beyond the 
$10,000 state equalized 
valuation limit. 

The same type of property 
value restriction had 
previously also been 
eliminated on homestead tax 
exemptions available to senior 
citizens. In both cases, the 
state covers any loss of tax 
revenue suffered by a local 
unit of government because of 
the exemptions. 

Still another new publ’c act 
appropriates $129,650 to the 
State Department of 
Education for drug abuse 
education programs. The 
funds will be used to assist a 
project already under way in

the Wayne County 

Intermediate School District 
and to start similar projects in 
three other county 

intermediate school districts. 

Another new act makes 
several changes in the 
Michigan game law. The 
changes include a ban on the 
use of 5 MM RIM fire rifles for 
hunting deer and a new 
section which allows 
paraplegics to hunt deer of 
either sex from a standing 
vehicle. Also in the area of 
hunting is a new law which 
requires that reports be made 
to the Department of Natural 
Resources by the courts on 
persons who have been 
convicted of hunting while 
intoxicated. The department 
then will circulate the list of 
names to hunting license 
agencies. 

There are a number of other 
new public acts of interest. 
They do such things as: 

—Permit School districts to 
use leased purchase 
agreements to acquire 
buildings. 

Formerly, the law 
permitted this type of 
acquisition only for fabricated 
buildings. 

—Amend the Hearing Aid 
Dealers Act to have places of 


business in Michigan with 
branch offices supervised by a 
licensed dealer or salesman 
and require that a trainee in 
the business work under the 
supervision of a licensed 
dealer. 

—Prohibit local authorities 
from buying or selling traffic 
control devices that do not 
meet state uniform standards. 

—Repeal an old law which 
banned boxing and wrestling 
matches on Sundays in 
Michigan. 

—Allow Michigan School 
districts to use state funds for 
pre-primary programs. 

—Permit a township board 
to hire a township manager. 

— Provide recently 
discharged servicemen with a 
grace period during which 
they may drive in Michigan 
with an expired license and 
allow a Michigan driver’s 
license to be issued to a 
military man stationed in the 
state who has a federal 
government motor vehicle 
operator’s permit. 

In addition, a number of new 
public acts bring old statues 
into conformity with the Age 
of Majority Act, which lowers 
the legal age of -audlthood 
from 21 to 18 years. The acts 
do such things as lower the 
age at which a person can 
apply for a job in a sheriff’s 
department in counties of 
more than 400,000 population, 
lower the age at which a 
person may be hired as a 
security guard, lower the 
minimum age for admission 
into the practice of law, lower 
the age at which i person can 
be licensed as a podiatrist or a 
mortician, and lower the legal 
age in the area of trusts and 
other probate matters.

$8.8 million bid taken 
for paving expressway

LANSING — Two highway 
contractors jointly made the 
low bid of $8.8 million for 
building a third lane on two 
miles of 1-94 near Romulus. 

It was one of the largest 
single bids ever taken by the 
Department of State 
highways. 

The project was among 50 
highway construction and 
maintenance projects on 
which low bids totaling $29.2 
million were taken last 
Friday. 

It calls for partial relocation 
of the existing freeway 
between Haggerty and Ozga 
roads in Romulus, 
construction of nine bridges, 
utility alterations and paving 

Highway officials said it is 
part of a program to widen the 
freeway to a six-lane divided 
freeway from the Detroit area 
west to U.S. 23 near Ann 
Arbor. 

In the same bid letting, 
Ministrelli Construction Co. of 


Livonia made the low bid of 
$1.4 million for widening and 
paving a 1.4 miles of 
Middlebelt in Inkster. 

The same firm bid $1.3 
million for two miles of 
widening on Cherry Hill Road 
in Garden City, Inkster and 
Westland. 

A project to be financed by 
the federal TOPICS program 
will make improvements at 
the intersection of Merriman 
Road and Marquette Avenue 
in Garden City for $214,770. 
The low bidder was Macomb 
Concrete Corp. of Fraser. 

Other TOPICS projects will 
be the $169,822 improvement 
at the intersection of Wayne 
and Joy roads; Wayne Road 
and Ann Arbor Trail; and 
Wayne and Plymouth roads in 
Livonia and Westland. The 
lowest of six bidders was Oak 
Construction Co. of Royal 
Oak. 

Ajax Paving Industries of 
Madison Heights will 
construct .6 of a mile in 
turning lanes and crossovers 
on Telegraph Road from south 


of Eureka Road to north of 
Mercier in Taylor. 

This project will be financed 
under the highway 
department's safety program. 
The low bid was $130,940.

STATE SENATE 
(Week of May 15 - 19) 

Senate vote on House bill creating a water resources 
commission to protect and conserve the state’s water 
resources. The commission wil have control over the 
pollution of the Great Lakes and inland lakes, rivers and 
streams. Passed, 27-5. Bill returned to House for concurrence 
on minor amendment. Yea-McCauley. No vote - Faut. 

Senate vote on House bill creating and regulating wild- 
nemess, wild and natural areas. Passed, 26-3. Bill sent to 
governor. Yea - McCauley. No vote - Faust. 

STATE SENATE 
(Week of May 8-12) 

Senate vote on House bill redrawing Michigan's 19 
Congressional districts to favor generally Senators Bowman, 
Cooper, Zollar. Passed, 20-17. Bill eventually negated in 
court. Yea - Faust, McCauley. 

STATE HOUSE OF PRESENTATIVES 
(Week of May 15 - 19) 

House vote on House bill to require certain notices of 
meetings of public bodies. Bill would order political bodies to 
advertise meetings in local newspapers and through local 
broadcast media. Defeated, 36-57. Yea - Mahalak. 

House vote on House Joint Resolution LLL ratifying the 
proposed amendment to the U.S. Constitution forbidding 
discrimination on the basis of sex and establishing equal 
rights for women and men. Passed, 90-18. Yea - Mahalak. 

STATE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
(Week of May 8-12) 

House vote on House concurrent resolution honoring Irene 
McCabe for her dedication in working for an end to busing of 
school children for racial balance. Passed, 61-28. No vote - 
Mahalak. 

House vote on House bill requiring that records of govern- 
mental acts and functions be open for public inspection. 
Passed, 67-30. Yea - Mahalak.

There is a saying “that you must draw the line 
somewhere” and it appears we will have to. We opened 
“Pandora’s box” when we stressed that all area athletes 
may participate in The Daily Eagle and The Associated 
Newspapers’ All-Area track team. 

The meet will be run on Wednesday at Wayne Memorial, 
beginning at 5 p.m. 

In recent years, four to be exact, we have invited “out- 
siders” into the meet because we felt that, an athlete who 
attended a school outside the newspapers’ perimeter but who 
lived within one of the cities that our newpapers covered 
should be given a chance to prove if he’s All- Area caliber. 

In fact, a couple of years ago Garden City’s Lynn Kettehut, 
who attended Detroit Lutheran West at the time, invaded the 
meet and ran away with a first place medal in the mile run. 

But times change, sometimes for the better; sometimes for 
the worst. What we did a few years ago doesn’t necessarily 
mean it should become traditional and permissible today. 

All schools have “problem students”, most coaches have 
“problem athletes.” And, for some inexplicable reason these 
students always seem to get themselves into trouble and 
eventually find themselves on the outside looking in at the 
wrong times. 

In other words, they get booted off their teams. 

Should we let them compete for All-Area honors? 

Now\ we are not saying the misled students are WTong and 
the coach is right or vice versa. What we are saying is that 
disciplinary actions are taken by coaches, leaving students 
on the sidelines. 

We feel we can’t allow them to compete, for good reasons. 

Before parents start running for the telephone, let it be 
clear that students not eligible under the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association rules are just “not eligible - 
period. 

And since most of these student-athletes have not com- 
peted on a high school track team, of late, we can’t accept 
them in this, the All-Area Meet. 

“A current eligibility form must be supplied at the meet in 
order for the athlete to compete,” stressed Bill Hawley, the 
meet director. “There are other meets around the state 
that these boys may compete in if they desire, such as the 
Michigan AAU or the Michigan Federation meets. 

••Athletes who have competed on a high school track team 
in the area and by their times, heights and distances have 
earned the right to compete will be allowed,” pointed out 
Hawley. 

The line has to be drawn. 

In fact, if there were no line - there are several junior high 
school trackmen who have shown with their performances 
that they too are eligible, they, too, could demand their right 
to enter the meet. We can’t accept them, of course. 

This meet is designed to pick the best All-Area High School 
track team in the area . The stress is on ‘ ’high school . ’ ’ 

Oh yes, I was also told to inform you that you needed to 
bring your own pop with you to Wayne High 

The Wayne Memorial Athletic Booster Club will have the 
concession stands open during the track meet. 


Franklin, Belleville, Romulus 
and New Boston Huron are 
eligible to compete. 

No team scores are kept. 

Coaches at the mentioned 
high schools are urged to send 
their entries to Wayne 
Memorial Coach Bill Hawley 
who, along with John Glenn 
assistant Coach Jerry 
Szukaitis will be in charge of 
setting up heats and staging 
the meet. 

Entries should be given to 
Coach Hawley. The entries 
should stress the athlete’s 
name, the event he wishes to 
participate in and his best 
time or performance. 

The qualifying standards for 
the meet are as follows: 880- 
relay (1:35.0), 880-yard run 
(2:05.0), 120-yard high hurdles 
(16.5), mile-run (4:45.0), 100- 
yard dash (10.5), 440-yard 
dash (53.5), 180-yard low 
hurdles (21.5), two-mile run 
(10: 15.0), 220-yard dash (23.6), 
mile relay (3:35.0), 440-yard 
relay (46.5), shot put (45 feet), 
pole vault (11 feet, 6 inches), 
high jump (5 feet, 8 inches), 
long jump (19 feet, 6 inches).

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For vacation homes 

Be wary of advertising

Some euphonious advertise- 
ments for vacation homes 
may be a come-on, says a 
woman who has experienced 
disappointments in following 
up such lures in the last few 
years. In addition, her phone 
bill reached an astronomical 
figure. 

She was told so often that 
properties had just been sold 
that she began calling adverti- 
sers at dawn "as soon as the 
newspaper was delivered." 
But she received the same re- 
sponse. 

Highly suspicious that her 
selections were dummy ads 
with their spectacular 
features— trout streams, 
large acreage, pasture land, 
ocean views— for infinitesimal 
sums, she began filing the 
"sold" property ads for future 
reference. 

In glowing te-ms for two 
seasons, she says.^a developer 
advertised in 17 lines the same 
"15-acre hideaway with good 
cabin and trout stream." The 
fishing spot was touted as pis- 
catorially so prolific that trout 
practically leaped from 
stream to frying pan. The 
price $15,000. In that area land 
alone was selling at $1,000 an 
acre. * It didn’t make much 
business sense: a big "ad" for 
a surefire investment. 

When she answered the ad- 
vertisement the first season 
she was told, "It has just been 
sold, but there are lots of other 
similar places." (No trout 
stream or other spectacular 
features). When the same 
advertisement appeared the 
following season, she was 
intrigued to sleuth it out again 
for the price of a telephone 
call. It had just been sold, she 
was told. Reminded of a 
previous season’s offering, the 
owner-representative merely 
commented, "The property 
had come on the market 
again." 

Last year something went 
awry because the same adver- 
tisement appeared at a new 
price— $12,500. It was a season 
when second homes were sell- 
ing at top prices, and here the 
dream property had been re- 
duced! When she called to 
“torment the advertiser," the 
woman was told it wasn’t the 
same property that had been 
advertised previously; the 
conditions just happened to be 
the same. 

He suggested her husband 
might like two fine acres at 
$10,000 on which he could build 
a little prefab cabin for about 
$5,000. Fishing? It was only 10 
miles away. 

Some property developers 
use bait advertising to get 
names for lists to use in future 
solicitation. And many of their 
properties may be bargains, 
but you must learn to 
determine how to single them 
out. 

One city couple almost 
bought a country place "in 
need of repairs,” with 
acreage, on a sight-unseen 
basis. But they decided to 
look. Lucky for them. There 
wasn't even a way to reach the 
“cottage” without cutting 
down trees, and without the 
cottage part of the investment 
the land would cost even more 
than other land in the area.

Here’s the answer 


By ANDY LANG 

Q. — The house we just 
bought has a finished base- 
ment. It’s now one huge room 
and we would like to divide it 
into two rooms. I know the 
general principles, since I 
finished a couple of rooms in 
an attic in a previous house, 
but I am not sure how to 
attach the sole plates to the 
basement floor. I plan on 
using 2 by 4s for the sole 
plates. 

A. — Experiment with one 2 
by 4. seeing whether you can 
drive a concrete nail through 
it into the floor. On most 
floors, you will be able to do 
so, although it takes plenty of 
elbow grease. But on some, it 
won’t work too well and the 
nails will bend. In that case, 
attach the sole plates to the 
floor with a special adhesive. 
Your hardware dealer or 
lumber yard will give you the 


correct type if you explain 
what it is for. 


Q. — We have the massive 
job of removing the paint from 
our shingled house. We finally 
decided to have it done profes- 
sionally. Someone suggested 
sandblasting. Will it work on 
wood? 

A. — Yes, provided that it is 
not oil paint and there are not 
a large number of coats. 


Q. — I have tried two places 
without result in trying to ob- 
tain some wooden plugs for 
use in floors. Where can I 
purchase them? 

A. — Many lumber yards 
and some hardware stores and 
building supply dealers carry 
them. But if you can’t get 
them there, you almost 
certainly will at a store that 
sells boat supplies. 


Q. — The walls in one of the 
rooms in our house was fin- 
ished with calcimine. We were 
told that the way to get off the 
calcimine before painting was 
to wash them with mild soap 
and water. It hasn’t worked 
very well. Could it be because 
the walls have a "sand" 
finish? 

A. — That’s the probable 
reason. Make a mixture of 
three parts of boiled linseed oil 
to one part of turpentine (don’t 
boil the linseed oil; it comes 
that way). Apply the mixture 
to the walls. Wait a day or two 
before painting. 


Q. — Can redwood be 
painted as well as stained? 

A. — Yes. But if it has no 
previous finish and has weath- 
ered for some time, give it a 
primer compatible with the 
type of paint to be used.

Loose hinge can 
cause door to sag 

By ANDY LANG 

More than any other single factor, a loose hinge is the 
probable cause of that common problem in many houses— a 
sagging door. 

The loose hinge is not always suspected as the cause of the 
trouble because it usually isn’t too apparent. When a hinge is 
examined closely while a door is being opened and closed 
several times, only a very tiny movement of the hinge plate 
may be noticeable. If a screwdriver blade is placed on the 
slot of each screw and turned clockwise, it should not move 
even a fraction of an inch. If it does, the hinge is not as tight 
as it should be. 

While retightening a loose screw may correct the trouble 
temporarily, it is better to reset it. This is done by removing 
the screw and filling the hole with wood putty or plastic wood. 
When it hardens, redrive the screw into place. A wooden plug 
may be used in place of the putty or plastic wood. When it is 
necessary to secure the hinge immediately for a few days— 
and nothing else is handy— steel wool should be pushed into 
the hole before redriving the screw. 

Sometimes the hinges and all the screws are tightly in 
place. The next step then is to place a shim under the lower 
hinge leaf on the door jamb. The shim can be a thin piece of 
wood or cardboard. To insert it in place, remove the screws 
that hold the leaf in place, place the wood or cardboard under 
the leaf and reset the screws so that they go right through the 
shim. 

You will find that a single shim may be sufficient to correct 
the sagging. If necessary, use two of them. Occasionally, 
when the door still sags, you will haye to deepen the mortised 
area under the upper hinge plate. Use a sharp chisel for this 
and work very carefully, taking out only a little of the wood at 
a time. 

A possible source of trouble when a door sticks at the bot- 
tom is a threshold which has loosened and therefore is a 
fraction of an inch higher than it originally was. Look for and 
remove any loose nails. Don’t just hammer them back into 
place. Using new, preferably threaded nails, retighteri the 
threshold. If the threshold is made of hardwood, as most are, 
retighten the threshold. If the threshold is made of hardwood, 
as most are, drill pilot holes for the nails. Otherwise you may 
find the wood splitting as you drive in the new nails. 

Extreme caution should be used if any sanding or planing 
of the door is necessary when moisture has caused swelling. 
If too much is taken off, there may be a big gap when a 
change in the weather dries out the wood. But if it is done, be 
very sure to reseal, varnish or paint the sanded or planed 
area.
